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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the sleeve and shut-off member 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim 7-9 and 13-17. No new matter 
should be entered. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Clamper on Page 5, line 12 should be changed to - clamp -. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 7-9 and 13-17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The independent claims 7 and 14 recite a sleeve and a shut-off member, 
respectively, which have not been described in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

7. Claims 1-2, 4, 7, 9 and 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Maejima. 

Maejima (Figures 2 and 5) shows an electrode 39 connected to wires W1 , W2 having 
a conductive core and an exterior sheath by a terminal (clamp) having a sleeve portion 
clamping the electrode, a portion 27 crimped to the core, and a portion 19 (shut-off member) 
crimped on the sheath of the wires. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U S C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 3, 5, 6, 8, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Maejima in view of admitted prior art (APA). 

Maejima shows all the features of these claims as described in Paragraph 6 above 
except electrode connected to a lamp and use of lead-containing solders for soldering two 
components together. The use of electrodes in lamps and lead-containing solders is well 
known in the art of electrical connectors. APA (Figures 1-2) of the instant invention shows 
the electrode of a lamp soldered to the core of a wire. It would have been obvious to one 
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having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to use the terminal (clamp) 
as shown by Maejima because this would hold the parts together during soldering. 

As to the claim 5, the instant invention does not provide any reasons for having 
portion of the terminal (clamp) connected to the electrode being perpendicular to the rest of 
the terminal. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the instant invention to provide such a configuration if the electrode is positioned 
perpendicular to the wire.
